COLLOQUY’S GAME TRIUMPH 



DEFEATS CHARLIE EASTMAN IN MAIN LOUIS- 
VILLE RACE AFTER SEEMING BEATEN. 



Bob Co. Wins Like a Good Two-Year-Old — Tom Hay- 
ward First Again — Weights for Louis- 
ville Handicap. 



Louisville, Ky., May 17. — In a sensational stretch 
drive George II. Holle’s speedy Colloquy got up in 
time to down Charlie Eastman for the parse in the 
handicap at three quarters, which featured today’s 
program at Churchill Downs. Colloquy, during the 
first half of the race, had )**en kept within easy 
striking distance of Charlie Eastman and Madman, 
tlie pacemakers. On the stretch turn Charlie East- 
man swung wide and carried Colloquy with him. 
When straightened away the mare was a good dis 
tance l»ack. hut she stuck to her task in game fash 
iou and got up in the final stride. After disposing 
of Madman in the last furlong. Charlie Eastman 
tired slightly, hut his defeat was probably caused 
by the hit slipping from lvis mouth in the last 
twenty yards. Jacobite. which finished third, ran a 
good race, considering that he bled in the stretch 
drive. Madman is inconsistent ami quit badly 
when hard pressed. 

Close huishes attended the running of nearly all 
the races and as the best hacked horses furnished the 
majority of winners, the big crowd found plenty of 
eujoyment in the afternoon's outing. Several happen- 
ings contributed to the excitement. In the third 
race. Tom Hayward was bid up $U0o over an entered 
price of $500. but Fred Luzader. the hidder-up. failed 
to get him, owner Bedwell retaining him with the 
usual advance of $5. In the opener W. K. Hall A: 
Sons, owners of Kalbert. claimed Righteas.v. the 
runuer-up to Fulford. for $005. They were offered a 
big advance for the return of the horse to her former 
owner, but declined. 

Another g<K>d youngster was uncovered in Bob Co., 
winner of the fifth race. The expert observers had 
kept close tab on the youngster because of a sensa- 
tional trial and made him first choice in the inutuels. 
Several handbook commissions that were returned to 
1 m* bet off. helped to force the price about him to a 
small paying figure. 

Sixteen cheap platers engaged in the opening rae« 
Fulford. by virtue of being favored with tin* most 
racing luck, lauding the purse, from Righteasy. 

Frank G. Hogan, after many trials, managed to 
jMeijritfa n<x mishaps, and it enabled him to dieuose 
of a rast band of youngsters in handy style. Slew - 
foot taking second place from St. Deinlol with the 
grand looker. Prince Imperial, close to his heels. 
The latter ran a bit green today and was serioaslv 
handicapped bv inadequate riding. lie will reverse 
the running with the winner when more familiar 
with racing. 

Toni Ilayward clipped two seconds from the for 
met* track record for a mile and twenty yards 
when he ran the distance in 1:40*. Fifteen started 
in the raee. but Tom Hayward, through Taplin’s 
vigilance, was able to escape interference and win by 
a small margin over Greenbridge. with Mcllowmini 
in third place. The latter was nearly thrown soon 
after the start and was again caught in a jam on 
the first turn. Woolwinder also suffered much from 
crowding. Jockey Kennedy, who liad rhe mount on 
Home Run in the race, snstained a had cut below' the 
ankle when the colt struck the fence as a result of 
swerving. Kennedy was unable to ride out the re 
anaiiidcr of his engagements. 

Maid Militant proved the longest-priced winner of 
the afternoon when she led the others home in the 
dotting raee. Miss Lida, tlie favorite, taking second 
place from Bonebrake. Jockey A. Walsh, who had 
the mount on Setnpro. was suspended for tlie re- 
mainder of this meeting by the judges for his action 
in cutting sharply across the others soon after the 
start. 

Weights were published this afternoon for the 
eighty horses in the Louisville Handicap, to he run 
Thursday next. Berwick is given top weight. 122 
pounds, with Wintergreeu. Hanhridge. Colloquy and 
Plukola weighted at 113. Nearly all the cracks in 
tlie west are entered in tlie event and should fur 
iiisli a good contest. 

Jockey George Mountain intends to take advantam 
of the license granted him some time ago by the 
American Turf Association and will ride at Latonia. 
The restraining order against the Kentucky State 
Racing Com mission obtained hy the Latonia Jockey 
Chili dispenses with the necessity of Mountain's 
securing a license from that body to ride on the 
Milldalc course.

• Iraw lip a complaint that could cover any provision 
in the act to meet the charges. 

When the baseball eases were called before Police 
Judge Weller, attorney Carroll Cook, for the defend 
: nts. told Assistant District Attorney Sweigert that 
lie would forfeit $50 if a complaint could tie drawn 
up covering the eases. The act. be said, referred 
to pool sellers, and did not refer to two men making 
a | iet with each other where there was no stake 
bolder and no commission was charged. 

The prosecution asked for a continuance nntil 
May 19. and Cook consented if the defendants were 
released on their own recognizance, which was agreed 
to. 

It is well understood that these eases have no 
connection with the proposed test of the law which 
uitorncv Cook will have charge of in behalf of the 
Hieing interests a little later on. The proposed test 
will he comprehensive in its hearing on every phase 
of the law. according to the best information.

The Ladies Stakes is now at a mile for three-year- 
old fillies, and the pleasant thing about the one to 
la run on Thursday «f this w*a*k is that Maskette 
may la* seen racing for the first time this year. 
Maskette is one of the good Keene horses that wsis 
me shipi<ed from this side to race in England this 
season. 

If there was nothing else to start in the Ladies 
Stakes this year but Maskette aud a ruuncr-up or 
two. the three vear-old filly event would lie of mueh 
interest, for Maskette was the sort of two-year-old 
that fell little short of being an idol of the racing 
public. She was 1 eaten in the Flatbush. it is true, 
but Sir Martin !*eat her. and Sir Martin is now sec- 
ond choice for the English Derby. ... „ 

Mask' tte has been pointed for the Ladies Stakes 
and there is every reason to believe that she will 
start. On Saturday she worked at Sheepshead Bay a 
mile in 1:42- and she was well in hand all the way. 

The Withers is another mile feature that has long 
been a famous event in the early racing season. Its 
running last season, when Colin beat Fair Play and 
King J ‘lines, is fresh in the memory of race goers. 

The Whitney Memorial Steeplechase is the other 
special feature of the week’s racing to come, aud 



with the Withers will form an attractive program 
for Saturday. Other interesting stakes and handi- 
caps are the Bouquet and the Crotona Handicap 
Tuesday and the Norwood on Thursday. 

For the Crotona Handicap Jack Atkin is top weight 
with 155 poinds and King James lias 134. Other 
sprinters of quality in this event are De Mund, Fay- 
ette. Fitz Herbert. Trance. Half Sovereign. Nimbus. 
Turncoat aud Field Mouse. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Fred Taral intends to train horses in this country. 

Last year in Germany there were 118 different race 
meetings, offering 369 days’ si»rt aud 2,062 races, 
for which 11.699 horses ran. 

The consistent Earl’s Court split a hoof while be- 
ing worked at Louisville a day or two ago aud will 
lie ou the slielf for some time in consequence. 

Mamie Algol, a recent winner at Louisville, had 
been pulling a milk Wagon for several moutlis prior 
to being put iu active training for the races this 
spring. 

S«*cretary Lyman Davis has liooked a mile and a 
half race for four-year-olds and over, with selling 
conditions, for next Friday’s program at Churchill 
Downs. 

The Hastings five-ycar-ohl. Rosemount, won the 
blue ribbon at the Montreal Horse Show. Ostrich 
took the red and Javliu the yellow. All three of 
them are Breeding Bureau stallions. 

Two professionals, who did not live up to the 
orders of the Belmont Park officials in the matter 
of betting, will be prevented from entering the 
course in future. Their offense was the public taking 
of money. “ , 

Old Dandelion has become a most uncertain race 
horse in these days. lie is cunning ami unreliable 
aud takes notions against trying to win when in 
good positions iu a race and seeming to be able to 
win easily. 

S. C. Hildreth announces his intention of shipping 
King James to Toronto to race in the Toronto Cup 
at Woodbine. This is the richest stake of the On- 
tario Jockey Club. It has a value of $5,000 in added 
money aud is at a mile and a furlong. 

J. G. Greener has engaged jockey T. Rico to ride 
Olamhala in the Derby trial at Churchill Downs to- 
morrow and iu the Latonia Derby. After filling the 
latter engagement Rice will leave for Canada to re- 
port to his contract employer. George W. Ueudrie. 

Old Rosebon is galloping along at Gravesend in 
excellent fashion and Weir will probably show him 
under colors at the meeting of the Brooklyn Jockey 
( lull. The old follow is u bit lighter than he was 
last year, but this makes him look racier aud really 
better looking. 

Edmond Curot, the French veterinary surgeon, 
was at Chester on Cup day and presented Charles 
Todd with several sets of the recently patented 
papier-mache racing plates which have been in use 
in France aud Belguim. W. Duke lias recommended 
l hem to many of his fellow trainers. They are even 
lighter than aluminum. — London Sportsman.
